This Is Theory About Object Tpat 

Shows on Plate Exposed From 

Graf Zeppelin. 
By the Associated Press. 

LEIPSIC, Germany, Aug. 
A dark, sharp-edged blotch, which 
appears on a photograph snapped 
by Prof. Paul Moltschanow, Rus- 
sian scientist, as the Graf Zeppelin 
passed over the southeastern part 
of Novazembla on its recent Arctic 
journey, aroused the belief here 
that it is possible it might be the 
plane of Raoul Amundsen, Arctic 
explorer, who was lost on an ex- 
pedition in 1928. 

The spot on the Arctic terrain 
was not noticed by the party aboard 
the Graf Zeppelin, but it was 
caught by the camera. 

“There is only one chance in a 
hundred that it is Amundsen’s 
plane,” said Prof. Ludwig Weick- 
mann, who was host to Prof. Holt- 
schanow. “but we want to make 
sure. There is nothing more to 
say than that the patch on the pho- 
tograph looks as if it might be a 
plane.”’ 

He said the spot was not in the 
water, but on a cliff of the ter- 
races formed by the retreating sea.

That motor trouble was not the 
only reason for the Lindberghs’ 
acceptance of the Shimushiru 
Maru’s tow, however, was general- 
ly acknowledged here. Heavy 
fogs continued to enshroud the 
central Kuriles and the seas were 
roughening. Messages indicated 
the Colonel was hopeful of get- 
ting started for Nemuro tomorrow 
or Sunday. 

The towing to Muroton Bay was 
completed without mishap, the sea 
being calm. So far as was known, 
the plane was not damaged. 

Muroton Bay is an advantageous 
place for making repairs. The 
harbor, three miles in diameter, is 
land locked. A sandy beach 
stretches back toward mountains 
where silver fox abound, the en- 
tire islet being a Forestry Depart- 
ment preserve for breeding foxes. 

The Lindberghs’ hosts are three 
Japanese fox tenders.

Texas Co. Makes First Major In- 
crease Since Shutdown Began

President Hoover Says No 
Limit Will Be Put on)

WASHINGTON, Aug. 21. — An 
agreement was signed today  be- 
tween the Brazillian Government 
and the Federal Grain Stabilization 
Corporation for the exchange of 
1,050,000 bags of coffee for 25,- 
000,000 bushels of surplus wheat. 

The agreement, the culmination 
of negotiations which have been 
conducted quietly here and in Bra- 
zil, was signed at the Brazillian 
Embassy by Ambassador de Lima 
for his Government and George 
Milnor, head of the Wheat Sta- 
bilizing Agency. 

In addition to the coffee in- 
volved in the actual exchange it 
| was understood an additional quan- 
tity of coffee would be used in pay- 
ing a New York concern for grad- 
ing and other services. It was 
understood the coffee would be 
released to consumption channels 
in monthly allotments, but not until 
after a year had elapsed. 

Negotiations With China. 

The trade with Brazil follows an 
announcement yesterday by Chatr- 
man Stone of the Farm Board ' 
that the grain stabilization corpo- 
ration hac been authorized to enter 
negotiations with the Chinese Gov- 
ernment for the purchase of 165,- 
000,000 bushels of iwheat for the 
relief of flood sufferers. 

President Hoover said today that 
the Farm Board would not limit 
the amount of wheat to be sold to 
the Chinese Government. 


The Chinese Government had 
suggested purchasing 15,000,000 
bushels the President said. He 


added that so far as the American 
Government was concerned there 
would be no limit of the amount 
sold if negotiations between the 
board and the Chinese Government

The Board has had other con- 


versations looking to the disposal 


of some of the more than 200,000,- 
000 bushels of wheat and 1,300,000 
bales of cotton which it controls. 
Two weeks ago the Board rejected 
a German Government offer for 
600,000 bale. of cotton because the 
terms were unacceptable. 

The Farm Board also had some 
negotiations with the Amtorg, Rus- 
sian trade organization, for the 
sale of cotton to Russia, but the 
Board found it was unable to deal 
with Russia because of the non- 
recognition policy of the United 
States. 

The United States during the fis- 
cal year ending June 30, imported 
1.728.297 pounds of coffee, valued 
at $192,819,638. Usually between 
65 and 70 per cent of American 
imports came from Brazil. Consid- 
eruble quantities of American mill 
flour are exported to Brazil. 

A month ago 18,568,000 bags of 
coffee were stored in Sao Paulo 
regulatory warehouses, as surplus 
coffee piled up, in efforts to restrict 
receipts at primary markets and 
keep up the price of coffee. 

The Stabilization Corporation, if 
the Chinese negotiations are satis- 
factorily concluded, will dispose of 
about 75,000,000 bushels of surplus 


wheat. 
Wheat Disposed Of.

It is not good business to reduce 
labor cost at the expense of human 
misery, O. David Zimring, economic 
counsel of the street car men’s 
union, deslured yesterday under 
cross-exgmination at the arbitra- 
tion hearing of the wage dispute 
between the Public Service Co. and 
its union employes. Th» hearing 
was adjourned until Tuesday. 

Leslie Vickers, economist for the 
company, asked Zimring if it was 
not a mark of efficiency in man- 
agement to reduce labor cost. 

“If the management can cut the 
cost of labor without imposing a 
hardship on the human element,” 
Zimring replied, “then it is good 
business. But you cannot separate 
it from the human consideration. 
It should not be done at the ex- 
pense of human misery.”

Zimring admitted that techno- 
logical improvements were inevit- 
able, but thought indu.try should 
make some provi:ion for its regu- 
lar workers permanently displaced 
by such inprovements. He told of 
an arrangement in the clothing in- 
dustry, through co-operation of the 
manufacturers and the unions, 
whereby regular workers who are 
dismissed as a result of the intro- 
duction of mechanical methods, re- 
ceive certain amounts to tide them 
over the time required to adjust 
themselves to other employment.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 21.— At his 
Virginia fishing camp President 
Hoover will weigh and discuss the 
unemployment problem over the 
week-end with Walter 8S. Gifford, 
newly appointed director of relief 
activities. 

The President will leave the 
Capitol tomorrow for his Rapidan 
retreat. Gifford, president of the 
American Telegraph & Telephone 
Co., will arrive in Washington to- 
morrow i:orning and go immedi- 
ately to the camp.

States mail truck was held up 
on Locust street by five men 
in a Cadillac car who in- 
timidated the driver and 
guard with pistols and made off 
with mail sacks containing more 
than $200,000 worth of negoti- 
able securities, chiefly bonds; 
considerable cash, and un- 
signed Government bonds of a 
face value of $1,000,000. 


April 3, 1923.—At 9:30 p. m. 
Deputy Constable Edward P. 
Neu patrolling the Gravois road 
on a motor cycle was murdered 
by five or six men riding in two 
automobiles which he stopped 
for speeding. The murderers 
abandoned ‘one car, a Cadillac, 
and made good their escape in 
the other, 


April 4, 1923.—The Cadillac 
car abandoned by the murder- 
ers was found tO have been the 
machine (stolen from its own- 
er) which was used by the mail 
robbers. It bore no _ license 
plates when abandoned. But 
the plates it bore during the 
robbery, and which were care- 
fully noted by the mail truck 
driver, were num ered 189-354. 
These plates had been stolen 
from a Ford automobile. 


April 19, 1923.—Postoifice In- 
spectors and St. Louis police 
raided the home of “Whitey” 
Doering, a member of the no- 
torious Egan gang, in. Rich- 
mond Heights, St. Louis Coun- 
ty, and recovered nearly all the 
loot stolen from the mail truck. 
Convinced by this that their 
early conjecture that the Egan 
gang held up the mail truck 
was correct, the inspectors ar- 
rested members of that crim- 
inal band as fast as they could 
‘be found. But there was no evi- 
dence against anybody except 
Doering and one other who was 
found with him in possession of 
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| the loot. 
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May, 1923. — One of the li- 
'cense plates carried by the mail 
robbers’ car was found by a 
bather in the Meramec River in 
Fenton, near the bridge which 
carries the Gravois road across 
| that stream. The plate was 
given to a Deputy Sheriff by 
‘the finder and he promptly 
turned it in to the Sheriff's of- 
'fice at Clayton with the nfor- 
mation (obtained from the St. 
Louis police) that it was one 
of the plates used on the mail 
robbery car, and with the sug- 
_gestion that it be turned over 
to the Postoffice Inspectors in 
St. Louis who were employing 
all the resources at their com- 
mand to identify and convict 
the mail robbers.

Roy Tipton and “Dizzy” Dan- 
jels, members of the Egan 
gang, to the home of Max Si- 
monson, ex-convict and fence, 
at Fenton, where the mail rob- 
bery loot and stolen Qadillac 
had been left temporarily. He 
said the three left Simonson’s 
together, himself alone in his 
Own car and the others behind 
him in the Cadillac; he waited 
some time at the city limits, a 
nine-mile drive, and then turn- 
ing back found the Cadillac at 
the roadside surrounded by a 
crowd, and fearing that his 
companions had gotten into 
trouble he again turned around 
and fled. 


(As stated above, it was the 
murderers of Constable Neu who 
abandoned the Cadillac. But 
the story of the eyewitnesses 
differs from Renard’s in that 
they say the two cars were to-

> killed and that the occupants 
of both machines participated 
in the killing.) 


John H. Niedringhaus, a 
broker, testified at the mail 
robbery trials that he went to 
“Whitey” Doering’s house by 
previous arrangement at 10 
o'clock on the morning of 
April 4 (the day following the 
murder of Constable Neu) and 
there Doering showed him the 
mail robbery loot, and he 
agreed to market some of it. 


One of the eye witnesses to 
the murder of Constable Neu 
described the killing at the mail 
robbery trials in the absence of 
the jury; and, before the jury, 
was required under the court’s 
orders to confine his testimony 
to the abandoning of the Cadil- 
lac car, without any reference 
to the murder. Renard repeat- 
ed in testimony the story he 
had told to the Postoffice In- 
spectors about the occurrences

The gang:ters were released 
on bond following the first trial 
in which the jury failed to agree. 
Daniels was not amongst them.

The St. Louis police, putting 
together Renard’s testimony as 
to what happened on the Gra- 
vois road and the statement of 
the murder witness, arrésted 
Tipton “suspected of the mur- 
der of Constable Neu” as soon 
as 1.e was freed on bond and 
held him for the Sheriff at 
Clayton, but he was not wanted 
by the county. 

The county authorities never 
reported the finding of the li- 
cense plate to the Postoffice in- 
spectors; they never have made 
any arrests in the Neu case and 
nothing has been done to appre- 
hend tthe murderers to this 
date. 

Tipton and Daniels are in the 
penitentiary at Jefferson City. 
Tipton was sent to Leavenworth

Waiting for Pair at Time. 
The gangster testified that he 
left ahead of Tipton and Daniels, 
and when he reached the city lim- 
its and they were not in sight, he 
said, he waited 30 to 45 minutes, 
then turned and drove west on 
Gravois road looking for them. In 
the 8400 block of Grav-is road, he 


said, he saw the Cadillac surround- 


ed by a crowd, and decided to turn 
and get out of the way before he 
was arrested. 

Renard’s testimony and the tes- 
timony of another witness about 
the murder caused St. Louis detec- 
tives who were attending the trial 
to prick up their ears. 

The other witness was Walter 
Julian, who resided at 8400 Gravois 
road, at the scene of the murder. 
With the jury out of hearing, Ju- 
lian testified in a few words that 
the Cadillac later identified as the 
robbers’ car was stopped for speed- 
ing in -front of his place by 
Deputy Constable Neu; that several 
men got out of the Cadillac and 
killed the Constable. 

In a detailed account given to 
county authorities at the time of 
the murder Julian and other wit- 
nesses said the Cadillac was pre- 
ceded by another car with one man 
in it and that man, as well as those 
in the Cadillac, shot Neu. 

In the presence of the jury Julian 
was permitted only to testify that 
the Cadillac was abandoned in 
front of his place, that he took 
charge of it, and that he later 
turned it over to Constable Knight, 
The mail robbery and not the mur- 
der was the question at issue in 
the trial. 

Lead for Investigators. 

For the purposes of the murder 
inquiry, however, his testimony, 
plus that of Renard that Daniels 
and Tipton were planning to take 
the car intg the city, clearly placed 
Daniels and Tipton in possession 
of the Cadillac when Neu was 
killed by occupants of that car. 

When the jury failed to agree 


land a mistrial was declared, the 


defendants, including Tipton, were 
released on bond pending a new 
trial. Detectives who had followed 


‘the testimony of Renard and Julian 


promptly arrested Tipton as he left 
the Federal building. Daniels, al- 
ready in prison, was out of their 
reach. 

Tipton was held for the county 
as a suspect in the Neu case, which 
even then had passed, as far as 
the Sheriff's office was coneerned, 
into the catalogue of unsolved 
crimes. He was questioned brief- 
ly by county authorities and re- 
leased. Max Simonson, who could 
have identified the men who left 
his house in the Cadillac car was 
never questioned. He has since 
died. 

The testimony was repeated ar 
the second trial in January of 
1925, and the defendants, convict- 
ed, were sentenced to penitentiary 
terms totaling 15 years each. Tip- 
ton has since become an inmate of 
the Missouri penitentiary and is 
there now. 

From that point there was no 
further investigation in the Neu 
murder case by county authorities. 
Following publication by the Post- 
Dispatch three weeks ago of the 
circumstantial evidence showing 
the murder was committed by some 
of the mail robbers, Prosecuting 
Attorney Castlen of St. . Louis 
County said he would reopen the 
case and, if the results of his in- 
quiry justified the action, woulda 
take the case before the grand jury.

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DIPLOMAT QUESTION 
PATERNITY OF CHLD 


Capt. C. C. Gross Asks Chicago 
Court to Decide Point in 
$1,000,00Q Fight. 


By the Associated Press, 

CHICAGO, Aug. 21.—Judge Jo- 
seph B. David yesterday signed a 
decree divorcing Capt. Christian 


Channing Gross and Mrs. Virginia 
Harrison Gross, but had to vacate 
the decree a few minutes later. He 
ordered attorneys in the case to 
meet with him today. 

The Grosses have fought. for 
years in the courts of Illinois, New 
York and France over a $1,000,000 
trust fund once turned over by Mrs. 
Gross to her husband. The divorce 
is one phase of the contest. 

When the divorce was granted, 
Robert Cantwell Jr., attorney for 
Gross, who is now in the United 
States diplomatic service at Ottawa, 
moved to vacate the decree, saying 
vacation of the decree was neces- 
sary to determine the paternity of 
a 3-year-old daughter of Mrs. Gross 
to protect the child's rights in the 
trust fund. Cantwell said Gross 
did not deny paternity of the child, 
but wanted a ruling on the point. 

Cantwell said that Gross has 
asked for a leave of absence to 


come to Chicago to tell his story, |. 


inasmuch as further action de- 
pends on the paternity point. Gross 
also asked that Mrs. Gross, together 
with the child, Anna, be brought 
from France to the Chicago courts. 

The Grosses acknowledge the 
parentage of two children, of whom 
Gross has obtained custody. If 
the Court rules the third also is 
the daughter of Gross, then he will 
also attempt to gain custody of 
her. Cantwell said Gross was un- 
aware of Anna’s existence until she 
was almost 3 years old. 

Mrs. Gross is the daughter of 
Francis Burton Harrison, former 
Governor-General of the Philip- 
pines and heiress of a large San 
Francisco estate. They were mar- 
rieq in 1922 and separated in 1928, 
at which time they inade an agree- 
ment concerning the disposition of 
the trust fund, turned over by Mrs. 
Gross to her husband. Last August 
Gross won a default divorce decree 
here, but it was appealed by Mrs. 
Gross. The decree was upheld ex- 
cept for certain details, principally 
concerning the trust fund. 

This divorce followed an es- 
trangement when Gross was United 
States Charge d’Affaires in Haiti. 
Two children, Barbara and Peter, 
were left temporarily with their 
mother. Last year Gross invoked 
the aid of a French court at Greno- 
ble to find his son. Mrs. Gross and 
Marius de Zaya, her Mexican ad- 
mirer, were called in on a kidnap- 
ing charge.

An executor’s sale yesterday of 
equities remaining in bank stock 
worth $393,605 at par on which 
Alfred C. F. Meyer, president of 
the Lafayette South Side Bank and 
Trust Co., had borrowed money, 
brought only $376. Meyer killed 
himself May 2. 

A report of the salerfiled today 
in Probate Court at Clayton, showed 
Meyer had borrowed $476,237 on 
the stock, most of which is worth: 
more than par value, and the total 
of which is somewhat more than 
the $393,565 given as its par valye 
in an inventory of the estate filed 
several weeks ago. 

Meyer also was president of the 
South Side National Bank and 
chairman of the board of directors 
of the Twelfth Street National 
Bank. 

The inventory placed the value 


of his estate at $545,300, with 
stocks valued at $484,405, par 
value, as the bulk of it. After the 


stocks offered yesterday were dis- 
posed of, only stocks of $90,840 par 
value remained in the estate. 

The other items in the inventory 
are notes valued at $34,178; bonds 
and coupons, $22,351; cash, $2465, 
and goods and chattels, $1720, be- 
sides small equities in real estate. 

Hugh B. Rose, trust officer of

Trust Co., who handled the sale 
yesterday, said that representatives 
of the holders of the collateral, 
principally finance companies and 
banks, had bought the equities in 
the stock sold yesterday.

ON HOUSE ROLL 


“It Looks Like” Total of 
600 Employed Was Ex- 
cessive by About 400, He 
Asserts, 


“MOST OF THEM WERE 
NOT HERE,” HE SAYS 


Treasurer Declares Their 
Warrants in Some Cases 
Were Cashed by Legisla- 
tors Appointing Them. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 21. — 


Details of his investigatioh into the 
payroll of the House of Kepresent- 
atives for the last session 
made public yesterday by State 
Treasurer Larry Brunk. The Treas- 


urer told the correspondent that it 
appeared from the inquiry to date 
that many clerks carried on the 
rolls anf receiving pay were not at 
the capital during the session and 
did no work. , 

‘It looks like the House roll of 
600 clerks was excessive by about 
400,” he said. “I have no idea 
how much the State lost through 
this situation, but I am compiling 
figures on the clerical payroll and 
I hope to arrive at a representative 
figure.” 

Brunk said that some of the war- 
rants issued for clerks regularly 
were cashed by the legislators by 
whom they had been appointed, but 
he had not determined yet wheth- 
er the money finally found its way 
to the clerks. He said his office 
still was receiving clerical warrants 
at intervals, to be cashed, although 
the House stopped active legisla- 
tive work last May 4, except for a 
three-day session the first week 
in June. The clerks are paid $3.50 
aday. He said about $3000 in 
clerical warrants still were out- 
standing. 

Clerks Retained During Recess. 

The treasurer said his inquiry 
indicated the House had a clerical 
force of about 200 during the re- 
cess from May 4 to,June 2, and 
until the Senate completed his im- 
peachment trial on June 12, al- 
though the House was only tech- 
nically in session during that peri- 
od, except for three days. Brunk 
was acquitted at the close of the 
trial. 

“Most of those clerks were not 
here and were not doing any 
work,’”’ Brunk said. ‘They prob- 
ably were at home. I don’t know 
who got the money, but it appears 
that the warrants were sent to 
the House managers.”’ 

Records of clerical employes 
kept by House cOmmittees are lim- 
ited. The lists sent to the State 
Auditor, as well as the warrants, 
show only the name in which the 
warrant is issued. No lists of ad- 
dresses are kept and no records 
have been available during legis- 
lative sessions to show what Leg- 
islators obtained the appointment 
of clerks carried on the list. 

‘“Anti-Ghost” Measures Beaten. 

Attempts have been made at va- 
rious sessions to obtain the pas- 
sage of bills, or resolutions, _re- 
quiring the records to show’ the 
home address and Jefferson City 
address of legislative clerks, sO 
that a check could be made to de- 
termine whether they were actual- 
ly here and working. These “an- 
ti-ghost clerk’’ measures  invari- 
ably have failed or have - been 
killed in committee. 

State Representative Clifford C. 
Rens of the Second St. Louis Dis- 
trict, is awaiting trial in Cole 
County Circpit Court on charges 
of forging a signature to House 
warrants issued for a clerk he 
placed on the payroll. 

State Represntative Edward L. 
Britain, of Greene County, also is 
waiting trial in Cole County Cir- 
cuit Court on bribery charges, pre- 
ferred by Brunk. Britain was a 
member of a House committee 
which investigated charges against 
Brunk. The latter charged Britain 
solicited payment, and accepted 
$400 as a first installment to in- 
fluence the committee to return a 
report favorable to Brunk. The 
Treasurer said he entered into the 
arrangement to expose the alleged 
solicitation of a bribe.

OSCAR JOHNSON TESTIFIES 
TO GRAND JURY IN KIDNAPING 


He Will Prosécute Assailants to 
Limit; 19 Other Witnesses 
Are Heard. 

Oscar Johnson, 38 Portland place, 
testified before the St. Louis Coun- 
ty grand jury yesterday as it opened 
an inquiry in the attempt of two. 
men to kidnap him Aug. 3, last, on 
Melrose road near his mother’s 
7000-acre Franklin County estate 
at St. Albans, 40 miles west of St. 
Louis. 

Johnson, who has announced he 
will prosecute his assailants to the 
limit, was accompanied by three St. 
Louis detectives. The jury heard 
testimony from 19 other witnesses, 
including employes of the estate, 
Deputy. Sheriffs, farmers living 
near Melrose, and physicians and 
nurses who treated Johnson at 
Barnes Hospital! for injuries he suf- 
fered when he fought with the men. 
The jury adjourned until Wednes- 
day. ! 

Two suspects, Bart Davit and 
Felix McDonald, held in default of 
$100,000 bond each on charges of 
robbery and kidnaping, were sched- 
uled to receive a preliminary heare 
ing before Justice of the Peace 
Lewis of University City yesterday 
but it was continued until Sept. 3. 
They were arrested in the neigh- 
borhood shortly after the attack. 
Johnson identified McDonald as 
one of his assailants.

Samuel M. Vauclain, Former Dry, 


Urges Repeal of 18th Amendment 


Baldwin Locomotivé Works Head Says Law 
,Cannot Be Enforced Without Use of 
Army and Navy. : 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, Aug. 21.—Samuel 


M. Vauclain, chairman of the 
Board of the Baldwin Locomotive 
Works, formerly an avowed prohi- 


bitionist, now favors repeal of the 
Eighteenth Amendment according 
to an interview with him by Hen- 
ry F. Pringle, printec in the cur- 
rent issue of The Outlook and In- 
dependent. 

Conceding that prohibition has 
been a failure and cannot work un- 
der the present enforcement sys- 
tem. Vauclain says: 

“I was. for it because it abol- 
ished the saloons and grogshops. 
Instead, our cities and even the 
country districts have speakeasies. 
The bootlegs. r is ge.ting the rev- 
enue which should, in part, go to 
Government.” 

Vauclain, who supported Hoover 
in 1928, says he favors a plan sug- 
gested by Senator Morrow of New 


Jersey, which would substitute for 
the Eighteenth Amendment con- 
trol of the liquor policy by indi- 
vidual .tates. 

Referring to the futility of pres- 
ent enforcement measures, he says, 
enforcement of the Volstead act 
would be impossible ‘‘without the 
aid of the military and to use the 
Army and N“vy for such a purpose 
would bring down upon this coun- 
try hardships worse than those of 
Russia.”’ 

Repeal of the Eighteenth Amend- 
ment would not result in a dis- 
ruption of industry, Vauclain says. 

“The working man has not 
changed,” “auclain continues, ‘I 
never 'ad very much trouble with 
him. If «2 man drank too much I 
reduced his pay so he could not 
afford to. The saloons were bad; 
no one denies that. But the 
speakeasies are worse, and in ad- 
dition the men make liquor in their 
homes.”’

It seems 
to us immaterial whether the study 
is finished under the auspices of 
the Federal Government, or wheth- 
er it is sponsored by some responsi- 
ble private organization in the 
governmental research field. We 
believe that the results to be ex- 
pected will more than justify. the 
relatively small expenditure that 
will be necessary.”

Should he get“ wages’ entirely 
through crop sharing the bonus of 
5 cents a bushel goes directly to 
him.

Here’s a tasty and inexpensive 
cake. Take one and three-quarters 
teaspoons soda, one cup sour milk, 
one cup molasses, two and one- 
third cups flour, two teaspoons gin- 
ger, one teaspoon cinnamon, one- 
half teaspoon salt, one-half tea- 
spoon cloves, and one-quarter cup 
shortening. Mix soda with sour 
milk, and add to molasses.

Still Another Recipe for Fresh 
Peaches. 

Put half a package of lemon 
flavored gelatine in a bowl and 
pour % cup boiling water over it.

GAS EXPLOSION AND FIRE

Blaze Extinguished in Testing Lab- 
oratory in Basement With 

A small explosion and fire in the 
basement of the Municipal Courts 
Building today was caused by the 
escape of carbon  bisulphide 
through a broken hose in the Mu- 
nicipal Testing Laboratories. The 
solution, highly inflammable, came 
into contact with a small hot oven. 

Firemen extinguished the blaze 
before any substantial damage was 
done. Paul Miller, a chemical en- 
gineer, and three other employes 


twho were in the laboratory, were 
not hurt. 

Burning of the solution convert- 
ed it into sulphur dioxide, an acrid 
gas which permeated through the 
building. A woman on the third 
floor was overcome by the fumes, 
but was quickly revived.
